FROSTBURG — Company D the 
•'Mountain City Unit,” Maryland 
National Guard, will play an im­ 
portant part in the nationwide one- 
day te«t alert of Army and Air 
National Guard units to be held 
sometime in the near future.

Ja pa n in tha t list beca use Ja pa n’s po sitio n g ro ws mo re 
preca rio us ev ery da y , pa rticula rly a fter o ur Sta te 
Depa rtment wo uld no t permit Ja pa n’s Fo reig n Minis­ 
ter. Ma mo ru Shig emitsu, to streng then his po sitio n by 
co ming to the I nited Sta tes. Shig emitsu ha d, it is true, 
little to sa y tha t co uid no t be sa id thro ug h o rdina ry 
diplo ma tic cha nnels, but he needed “ fa ce” by a v isit 
to the United Sta tes a nd tha t fo r so me inex plica ble 
rea so n wa s withheld fro m him. We ma y be fo rcing 
Ja pa n into the a rms o f Red CTilna . 


One of the .su b ject‘d to b e di.scu s.sed at Bandoeng is 
the po.sition of Asia and Africa in relation to prob lems 
affecting national sovereignty, racialism and colonialism. 
Thi.s Item m u st inclu de the qu estion of the su ccessor 
sovereignty of China, whether it is Commu nist China or 
Nationalist China and therefore the w’hoie prob lem of 
Formosa will b e thorou ghly ventilated. 
Red China will 
m ake the ciaim that the United States has restored 
colonialism in Asia b y its Formosan policy. The Philip­ 
pine delegate. Carlos Romu lo, will u ndou b tedly defend the 
American position, b u t whether ou r few friends at the 
conference will b e ab le to prevent a resolu tion against 
the United States is to b e seen. 
Dr. Saifu ddm Kitchlew, pres.'dent of the All-India 
Peace Cou ncil, state.s the case for the pro-Commu nist 
China grou p as follow's:

'These roll calls u u ally had b een 
kept secret. 
After that episode, 
all . u ch roll call.s were pu b lished. 
A pu b lic service resu lted from that 
“ leak.” 
Co mmo n Pra ctice 
Again and again senators and 
representatives 
get 
confidential 
docu ments 
from 
the 
execu tive 
b ranch of the government, 
and 
often the contents are “leaked” to 
the pres.« . 
Usu allv it is to pro­ 
mote some cau se that wou ld b e 
aided b y pu b lication ajid hu rt b y 
su ppression. 
Only recently, when the secre­ 
tary of State offered to send the 
Yalta 
papers 
in 
confidence 
to 
m em b ers 
of 
Congress 
in 
key 
places, the invitation to examine 
those 
docu ments 
was 
promptly 
declined. 
One 
wonders 
w h y. 
Among the rea.sons advanced was 
that the mem b ers of Congress did­ 
n’t tru st each other not to “ leaic,” 
ajid those who w .u ld keep faith, 
feared they might b e wrongfu lly 
accu sed.

tained in the Yalta papers—more 
thaji 400.000 words? 
End Result A Disserv ice 
It was assu m ed at the State 
Departm ent that the New York 
Times, which has printed fu ll texts 
of many lengthy docu ments here­ 
tofore. might b e interested. So it 
is u nderstood that the Times was 
approached and did agree to print 


the docu ments in fu ll. To do this 
m eant the sending in of an advajice 
copy a day or two ahead, so that 
typographical 
composition 
cou ld 
b e b egu n b efore the release date. 
This is often done in Washington 
with lengthy papers. 
Usu ally, of 
cou rse, the u nderstanding is that 
the docu ment or 
ajinou ncement 
will 
b e 
held 
for 
simu ltaneou s 
release in all newspapers. 'There 
are occasions when the docu ments 
are later withdrawn b ecau se of 
some change in policy, and the 
pu b lic never sees the m aterial at 
all. 
Can it b e saad that, in su ch 
circu m stances, 
a person ou tside 
the government has received “ con­ 
fidential” information improperly? 
Is the newspaper editor or his re­ 
porter to b e regarded as engaging 
in some violation of secu rity b y 
the official b ecau se an advance 
release is given ou t? 
If so, then 


pre.sidentiaJ 
mes.sages and other 
docu ments of a higjjly confidential 
character b efore the hou r of re­ 
lease comes wou ld have to b e 
held u p *so there wou ld b e no 
charge of a “ leak.” 
Bu t the end resu lt wou ld b e 
a 
disservice to the American people. 
For if docu ments of 400.000 words 
are du mped on the desks of the 
reporters in Washington at the last 
m inu te when release is perm itted 
and withou t a chance for advance 
reading, the consequ ent newspaper 
articles

s t 
necessarily 
b e 
sketchy and errors of omission 
and commission will b e encou nt­ 
ered.

Mu shrooms ou ght not to b e eaten 
u nless they are picked b y those 
who know the real McCoy or b y 
commercial dealers who m ake it 
their b u siness to b e carefu l.

Rapid 
intoxication develops within a few 
m inu tes after consu ming the mu s­ 
caria variety, b u t symptoms may 
not appear for six to 15 hou rs af­ 
ter eating the phalloides. 
Both specimens have white gills 
and spores and grow in clu sters 
on wet or shady grou nd. 
They 
have a b itter taste and yield a 
pu ngent milk. 
The stomach shou ld b e rid of th« 
poison qu ickly b y indu cing vomit­ 
ing or washing ou t the organ re­ 
peatedly W’ith a stomach tu b e. A 
saline cathartic aids in eliminating 
any of the noxiou s m aterial that 
, reaches the intestine. Atropnie acts 
as an antidote for mu scarine b u t 
it m u st b e administered carefu lly. 
Sedatives also may b e prescrib ed 
to calm the nervou s system.

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Expedition To Solve 
Antarctic Mysteries 


Roar Admiral Richard E. Byrd (retired), undoubt­ 
edly the most famous living American explorer, has 
i been commissioned to lead another expedition to the 
Antarctic, the Department of the Navy has announced. 
Although the extent of Admiral Byrd's actual 
participation is not certain, it can be safely assumed 
that any expedition into the icy regions of the South 
Role supervised by this veteran explorer will be a 
success. 
This latest expedition will last three years and 
will encompass the building of three observation posts 
and an airfield built on the snow. The project is to be 
completed in three stages, the first of which will begin 
in January of next year. 
At that time a Navy task force of five ships under 
th? command of Capt. George Dufek will arrive in the 
Antarctic region and start the task of building the 
first observation post. 
In a month's time the task 
force will return home, leaving the completion of the 
job to 121 officers and men remaining behind. 
Eight months later the first planes will arrive 
vith civilian scientists and construction crews will be 
flown out. From then on, in four round trip excur­ 
sions, the Navy will bring in more scientists and 
interested parties. It is expected that the work will 
not be completed until 1959. 
Under the auspices of the National Academy of 
Scientists and the National Science Foundation, this 
polar project is considered one of the most strenuous 
undertakings yet attempted by those interested in 
uncovering more of the mysteries of this vast virgin 
territory.

The Bandoeng Conference 


From m any Ila ndpoints the Bandoeng (Bandung) con­ 
ference is one of the m ost im portant events to have 
occurred in recent years. 
It is the first tim e in hum an 
history th at 30 nations of Asia and Africa m eet for any 
purpose at all; they m eet on this occasion to a sse rt the 
equality of the pigm ented peoples of the world with the 
so-called “ w hite” peoples, the W estern E uropean 
and 
A m erican. 
C alled by B urm a. Ceylon, Iqdia, Indonesia and P ak is­ 
ta n , it is largely a creature of N ehru and an assertion of 
m a tu rity by countries which w ere once part of the B ritish 
E m pire. 
The other 25 nations who will attend 
a re ; 
A fghanistan, Cam bodia, C entral A frican Federation, 'R e d ) 
C hina, Egypt, Ethiopia, Gold Coast. Iran, Iraq, Ja p a n , 
Jo rd an . Laos. Lebanon. Liberia. Libya. Nepal, Philippines, 
Saudi A rabia, Sudan. Syria, T hailand. Turkey, V ietnam 


(N orth 
V ietnam 'S o u th ', Y em en. 


Of these Ethiopia, Iran. Iraq. Philippines. Thailand. 
Turkey, and Pakistan may be regarded as friendly to 
the United Stales. 
It is today impossible to include 
Japan In that list because Japan's position grows more 
precarious every day, particularly after our State 
Department would not permit Japan's Foreign Minis­ 
ter. Mamoru Shigemitsu. to strengthen his position by 
coming to the United States. Shigemitsu had. It is true, 
little to say that could not be said through ordinary 
diplomatic channels, hut he needed “face'' by a visit 
to the Ended States and that for some inexplicable 
reason was withheld from him. 
We may be forcing 
Japan into the arms of Red China. 


One of the subjects to be discussed at Bandoeng is 
the position of Asia and Africa in relation to problem s 
affecting national sovereignty, racialism and colonialism . 
This item m ust include the question of the successor 
sovereignty of China, w hether it is Com m unist China or 
N ationalist China and therefore the whole problem of 
F orm osa will be thoroughly ventilated. 
Red China will 
m ake the claim that the U nited States has resto red 
colonialism in Asia by its F orm osan policy. The P h ilip ­ 
pine delegate, Carlos Romulo, will undoubtedly defend th e 
A m erican position, but w hether our few friends a t the 
conference will be able to prevent a resolution ag ain st 
the U nited States is to be seen. 
Dr. 
Saifuddin Kitchlew, president of the All-India 
P eac e Council, states the case for the pro-C om m unist 
China group as follow-s: 


“ In India, we are unanimous that Taiwan must be 
restored to China. Again and again our prime minis­ 
ter has opposed the outrageous farce of representation 
of the Chian* Kai-shek coterie in the United Nations. 
Me have demanded resolutely that the Chinese People’s 
Republic be granted its rightful place in the United 
Nations. 


“ We know well that the governm ents of the U nited 
States and G reat B ritain are breaking solemn obligations, 
freely entered into, when they prevent the restoration of 
T aiw an to the Chinese People’s Republic. 
International 
agreem ents and declarations, signed by the P resident of 
the United States and the P rim e M inister of G reat B ritain. 
are being sham elessly violated, and an effort is being 
m ade by these powers to appear as ‘peacem akers’, p re ­ 
venting C hinese 'aggression' ag ain st poor little C hiang 
K ai-shek.” 
It is not true that the United States has broken any 
agreement with the Chinese People’s Republic, with which 
it has no agreem ent. W hat Dr. Kitchlew refers to is the 
C airo D eclaration which was m ade jointly with Chiang 
Kai-shek. N evertheless, m en m ay believe w hat they choose 
and this Indian chooses to believe th a t the United S tates 
occupies Chinese territory, nam ely, Form osa. Dr. K itch­ 
lew states further: 


“ Just as our fight for the end to the slavery of 
Cos is the fight of the whole world against colonialism 
and for freedom, so also is the fight for the liberation 
of Taiwan.” 


It is this position against the U nited States th at Peking 
sought to strengthen by capturing the islands of Quem oy 
and M atsu prior to the m eeting of the 30 nations a t 
Bandoeng. 
Chou En-lai would then have been able to 
com e into the conference as an all-conquering hero who 
defeated the United States twice and F rance once. P ro b ­ 
ably had he taken Quemoy and M atsu, Red China would 
be w aging w ar for Form osa during the conference and 
Ja p an would be forced to fall into Chou’s lap. 
P erh ap s 
th at is why A dm iral Robert B. C arney thought th a t the 
Red Chinese could m ove about April 15. It was a logical 
date in view of the opening of the Bandoeng Conference 
on April 18.

Rapid 
intoxication develops within a few 
m inutes after consum ing the mus- 
ca ria variety, but sym ptom s m ay 
not appear for six to 15 hours af­ 
te r eating the phalloides. 
Both specim ens have w hite gills 
and spores and grow in clusters 
on wet or shady ground. 
They 
have a bitter taste and yield a 
pungent milk. 
The stom ach should be rid of th* 
poison quickly by inducing vom it­ 
ing or washing out the organ re­ 
peatedly with a stom ach tube. A 
saline cathartic aids in elim inating 
any of the noxious m aterial that 
p e a c h e s the intestine. Atropnie acts 
as an antidote for m uscarine but 
it m ust be adm inistered carefully. 
Sedatives also m ay bo prescribed 
to calm the nervous system .
